The gradual withdrawal of the cen­ 
tral part of their tenth army, a move 
calculated to draw' all the Russian 
forces into

Suw'alki and Kalvaria, was to be fol­ 
lowed, according to the Russian in­ 
terpretation of the German plan, by 
a quick encircling movement of Lake 
Dnsa and Lake Nimno to the rear. 
This, it was .planned, would cut off 
the retreat of the advancing Russians, 
and at the same time they would be 
outflanked. 
Over-zealousness in this 
aim led the German generals to throw 
a large part of their 21st army corps 
with three reserve regiments across 
the melting ice of Lake Dusa before

tics which he compiled, 
were pros­ 
perous 
“Their net 
revenues 
during 
the 
past five years 
have 
been greater 
than ever before.” 
Mr. 
Ellis 
said. 
Compared with 1900 
the 
last five 
years showed a net increase of 75 
per cent. 
Less 
taxes, t'cie total net 
shows a corresponding increase. The 
railroads 
claim operating 
expenses 
have increased at a greater rate than 
net revenue, but this is true only of 
the last five years. The cause of this 
is that tile railroads have charged to 
operating 
expenses 
large 
amounts 
connected with additions and better­ 
ments. Tho western roads are being 
built up and improved from operat­ 
ing expenses. 
“It is also significant that the total 
maintenance expenses a mile of linos 
in the western district were greater 
in both 1913 and 1914 than in 1910.

tendency. 
Her magazine, 
‘Mother’s 
Appeal,’ has much 
interesting read­ 
ing, and it is through its readers and 
those w’ho so nobly respond to her 
teachings as you have in the case of 
the Smith family that ‘Mother’ Baker 
hopes to have every community in­ 
vest in the family and keep it intact, 
instead of investing their efforts in 
the welfare of the child by abandon­ 
ing the parent and 
scattering 
the 
children, thus destroying the home. 
“The day after you visited here a 
father came and received 
his 
two 
boys, w’ho had been sheltered for sev­ 
eral months past.

Clotilda Samuel Cohen, 85 years old, 
was shot and killed yesterday by her 
grandson, Henry B. Cohen, 42 years 
old. 
Cohen then shot himself and 
died in the Jefferson hospital later. 
The tragedy was at the home of 
Henry Cohen’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Cohen. 
The 
Cohens 
arc 
widely known in social circles in this 
city. 
Relatives are unable to explain the 
tragedy. 
Their only theory is that 
Henry Cohen may have become sud­ 
denly insane. He was devoted to his 
grandmother. 
His brother. Lieut. Albert Cohen, is 
an instructor at the Annapolis Naval 
Academy. 
Both Henry and 
Albert 
Cohen had come home for the Pass­ 
over, Henry making the Journey from 
Chicago, where he was in the litho­ 
graphing business. 
The shooting occurred shortly after 
7 o’clock. 
Charles Cohen 
and 
his 
wife, who was Miss Clotilda Florence, 
were dressing in their apartments, on 
the second floor, when they heard 
two shots flied on the third floor. 
Cohen’s bedroom adjoined that of 
his grandmother. 
Acting upon an 
impulse, inspired by a suddenly de­ 
ranged mind, it is believed, he must 
have crept into the aged woman’s 
room, brought his weapon close to 
her face, and then fired. 
He fo rm e rly was in business here 
and was a member of exclusive clubs. 
The family physician pronounced it 
a case of sudden and unaccountable 
insanity. 
The father 
says 
Henry 
used the revolver he earned for self- 
protcetion. 
Charles Cohen, Henry’s father, is 
president of the Chamber 
of 
Com­ 
merce, and is a paper manufacturer 
in thi** city. His family is an old one, 
and for man> .tears he has been a 
prominent figure in 
tin* 
business, 
civic and social life of Philadelphia. 
Several of Cohen’s friends received 
letters yesterday which he had writ­ 
ten Monday night 
in 
the 
Racquet 
club. Intimations that he contemplat­ 
ed suicide were contained in these 
communications, but no reason was 
given for his intention to end his 
life or any hint that he would kill 
his grandmother. 
The recipient on one of these let­ 
ters, which was delivered to his of­ 
fice in the early mail, at once notified 
the police in an effort to prevent the 
threatened suicide. While he was dis­ 
cussing the letter with toe captain ot 
detectives in the city hall, the police 
report of th**fdouble tragedy Uvas re­ 
ceived.
